FANATICAL JAP HEROISM 


{DEAD PILED WAIST HIGH, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.)

SHANHAIKWAN, Sept. 7, via Tientsin. 

Sept. 8.—I have just made seventy miles on 
horseback through a heavy storm, passed 
sixteen hours in a Chinese open boat, and 
walked twenty miles to send you the story . 
of the great nine days’ battle, ending in the 
capture of Idaoyang by the Japanese. 
After a long wait at Haicheng the second 
army under Gen. Oku, consisting ‘of the 
Third, Fourth, and Sixth divisions, moved 
north to cooperate with Gen. Nodu's army, 
which had landed at Takushan, comprising 
the Fifth and Tenth divisions, and also with 
the first army under Gen. Kuroki, compris- 
ing the Second and Twelfth divisions with the 
Imperial Guard.

Oyama, whose chief of staff, Gen. Kodama, 
is an equally fine strategist.

The Japanese on the 27th found the Russians 
holding strong intrenched positions on high, 
rocky hills south of Anshanshan. They re- 
plied fiercely to a heavy cannonade of the 
Japanese, whose infantry spent the day - 
suming positions in a corn covered plain at 
the foot of the hills and installing a telephone 
to the staff from the trenches in preparation 
for a general attack. 


Beginning of the Battle. 

Firing began at daybreak on the 28th. The 
Russlan batteries were admirably concealed 
and assisted by a balloon, which rose high 
above the hill top. The correspondents and 
attachés were placed several miles distant, 
seeing only the tufts of shrapnel smoke and 
hearing the thunder of guns. They were kept 
in complete ignorance of the day’s operations 
by the staff. | 

In the middle of the afternoon with a pow- 
erful glass I saw the Japanese infantry, like 
brown ants, on the crest of one hill waver 
along the sky Hne and disappear towards the 
twilight of a great burst of Russian fire, in- 
dicafing their further retreat. 


Japs Occupy Anshanshan. 

The Japanese occupied Anshanshan that 
night and the outposts pushed forward to 
the Sa river, seven miles from the Russian 
position at Shusampo. The 29th was spent 
at Anshanshan. 

I then decided to make for the front, as 
it was impossible to do any work under the 
conditions obtaining. On the 80th, when the 
correspondents set out in charge of three offi- 
cers, I seized my chance at a bend in the 
road and galloped north. Hard riding 
brought be to a hill, where I stopped to study 
the Russian position. 

Shusampo is on a Mand Inamed 
the first ‘“‘ Gibraltar,” as it is a great rocky 
eminence crowned with a Chinese town; the

All Points Protected. 

On all as on the redoubt the Russtans 
had protected those points most easy for in- 
fantry attack by mines, pits, stakes, and wire 
entanglements. They also had cut all the 
tall corn for 400 yards from the base of the 
hilis. They used the Chinese tower and a 
balloon for directing their fire. 

The Japanese second army formed on the 
left and also a part of the center of attack, 
the line being strung among the corn, which 
hid the movements of thousands of infantry 
marching in single file and also enabled the 
batteries to take their positions. The Taku- 
shan army was also part of the center, while 
the first army to the northeast was on the 
right, evidently in view of a great flanking 
movement. The total Japanese force was 
about 150,000, and the Russians 100,000. Such 
was the disposition of the forces that it was 
evident there was going to be fought one of 
the world’s greatest battles.

but in a body it were beaten back, taking 
cover in the first line of trenches, where they 
waited the whole night through. 

This was the first of a series of infantry 
charges up hill, all undertaken with superb 
bravery, by the Japanese, Their method was 
to subdivide companies into parties of fifteen 
or twenty, who, extending their formation on 
command, would rush forward a certain dis- 
tance and then drop without firing. The re- 
sult of a series of euch sharp rushes is to 
bring the men to the. hilltop — 
though the losses are greater. 

‘Rocky Hill Is Carried. 

“ Rocky hill” was carried at noon on the 
20th by men of the Takushan army. The 

“redoubt” fell later the same day, while 
„green and “scrub” hills were taken in 
a night charge of terrible ferocity by men of 
the second army. Certainly the infantry's 
achievement was wonderful, ranking the Jap- 
anese among the world’s best. The last Rus- 
sians retreated from Shusanpo before day- 
break of Sept. 1. 


Grewsome Sights on Battlefield. 
When we rode over the field the scene | 
was unforgettable. Trenches were heaped 
full of Russian and Japanese killed, piled 
one on the other. They covered paths, and 
even the shelters Were full of dead. Over all 
whirred millions of files. The hilisides were 
strewn. with dropped rifies, ammunition, and 
clothing, and dotted with dead lying in 
dreadful, fantastic attitudes as they fell. 
Everywhere moved searchers gathering 
the corpses. Soon on the plain below rose 
the smoke of fires, where the Japanese dead 
were burned. We passed through grizaly 
sights from hill to hill, hearing always the 
thundering of guns beyond. 
At 8 in the afternoon, while on a rocky

Russians Not Panic Stricken. 
Staff reports to correspondents are meager 
and obviously untrue, speaking of the panic 
stricken enemy,” while, as a matter of fact, 
the Japanese were absolutely held at bay by 
the admirable Russian batteries.

LONDON TIMES BATTLE STORY, 


Encountered Hard and Costly 
Task in Capture of Liao- — 
yang. 

LONDON, Sept. 9; 8 a. m.—The Times cor- 
respondent with the Japanese left army sends 
a long narrative of the battle of Liaoyang. 
Describing the operations of Sept. 1, he says: 

“The general impression was that we had 
only to advance and occupy the town, but 
Gens, Nodsu’s and Oku’s armies required 
day’s rest. In fifty hours Oku had made four 
general assaults, which had failed, and he 
had subsisted through the inclement weather 
on rations carried on the person, while reserve 
ammunition required replenishing. - 

Russians Move in Good Order. 

“The Russians had fallen back in good 
order, taking with them everything except 
some 200 of their latest dead, while the only 
prisoners to fall into the hands of the Jap- 
anese were seven men who were entombed 
in an observation mine casement on a brush 
covered hill. A Japanese storming party 
had piled sand bags over the orifice of the 
casement. 

It was an extraordinary incident, for the 
entombed Russians had shot two officers who 
wished to parley with them, and eventually 
surrendered thirty-six hours later in à horri- 
ble state. 

“I will not dwell on the sickening and har- 
rowing sights of the battlefield except to 
mention one incident. 


One Tragedy of the Field. | 
The Japanese stormers had penetrated the

Artillery Fire Magnificent. 
The correspondent says:

One almost felt inclined to cheer, but it 
seemed that was their last effort—a mag- 
nificent farewell to the enemy whom they had 
balked so long.

JAPANESE STORY OF BATTLE. 


Correspondent. with Kuroki Describes 
First Engagement Leading Up 
to Victory. 


THE FIELD, Aug. 30, via FUSAN, COREA, 
Sept. 8.—The artillery battle which thundered_ 
before Liaoyang today from early morning 

until darkness hid foe from foe, was one of 
the most stupendous and spectacular of his- 
tory. 

The combined armies of Japan, with the ex- 
ception of a part of the force under Gen. 

Kuroki, concentrated their batteries against 
the Russian lines under Gen. Kouropaikin 
and several hundred guns, probably not less 
than 300, upon each side, were worked inces- 
santly for twelve hours. 

Gunnery Lasts Into the Night. 

Even after nightfall and in the driving 
storm of wind and rain that swept over the 
field of battle the conflict did not cvase en- 
tirely, for Russian Szells are tonight bursting 
over the hills before the Japanese positions. 

Not alone the number of guns in action but 
their unceasing and rapid fire made the con- 
flict of today remarkable. For several hours 
the cannonading averaged sixty shots a min- 
ute and the rate seldom fell below twenty 

shots a minute. | 

From a high mountain, almost over the 
nearest Russian batteries, the foreign at- 
tachés and newspaper correspondents with 
Gen. Kuroki’s army had a view of the fight- 
ing which prebably never will be surpassed. 

The whole Russian front was bordered with 
twinkling lights, these being the flashes from 
the guns. Much of the artillery was in skill- 
fully covered positions and absolutely smoke- 

less powder was used. 
Bursting Shells on Every Side. 

Glusters of white shrapnel smoke broke out 
Atfully around some Japanese positions in 
the mountains and then drifted slowly away, 
showing that often twe or three batteries 
upon either side were pitted against one 
another. 

The nearer ridges of the mountains and the 
edge uf the plain were constantly dotted with 
sudden flashes of white smoke from explod- 
ing shells, and the sound that came to the 
ears of the observers was as a continuous 
rumble of thunder, varied by successions of 
sharp peals as two or three batteries united 
and fired together. 

Throughout the day the positions of the 

psing forces were but little changed and 
at nightfall the honors appeared to be even. 

The Japanese infantry, which was massed 
behind the hills, was often under severe fire, 
especially when the Russians discerned regi- 
ments advancing from one point to another.

CHEFOO, Sept. 9, 1:30 a. m.—A Japanese 
column numbering approximately 700 men, 
while marching along at night on a road in 
the valley between Longhill and Division 
hill, met a frightful disaster through the 
explosion of an electric land mine on Sept. 1. 
The mine was carefully laid by the Rus- 
Hans three weeks ago. It covered nearly a 
mile of available marching space. The ex- 
plosive was placed at the bottom. Rock was 
placed next, and on top of these clay was 
packed so carefully that the ground gave 
the impression of not having been disturbed. 
The indications of Japanese activity in this 
vicinity put the Russians on guard. 


Japanese Walk Into Trap. 

Near midnight the outposts rushed in and 
reported that the Japanese were approach- 
ing. The Russians withheld their fire for 
some time. Suddenly they threw a search- 
light up the valley. The Japanese opened 
with a rifle fire.

PROPS FOR STRIKR DUTY 


WAR DEPARTMENT ORDERS MEN 
READY FOR 


Instructions Issued to. Gen, Baldwin 
at Denver in Expectation of Trouble 
Following Injunction by Federal 
Judge Marshall—Sheri@® Clark of 
Trinidad Disarms Sixty Strikers and 
Arrests Fifteen—Miner Shot and 
Fatally Wounded at Starkville. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 8.—[{Special.]—Upon 
instructions received from the war depart- 
ment this morning Gen. Baldwin ordered 


twelve companies of the Second infantry to 


hold themselves in readiness to leave for 
Cripple Creek. Instructions were given in 
expectation of trouble when H. N. Heimer- 
dinger of the Interstate Mercantile company 
returns to Cripple Cteek armed with an in- 
junction granted him by Judge Marshall of 
the federal court on Tuesday. Heimerdinger, 
with his employés, all of whom were de- 
ported, will leave at once for Cripple Creek. 


To Deport Men Again. 

“It is the intention of the Citizens’ al- 
llance and Mine Owners’ association to de- 
port the men again, despite the injunction 
of Judge Marshall,” is the substance of a 
telegram received by United States Marsha! 
Bailey this morning. In order to forestall 
trouble and carry out Judge Marshall's in- 
junction, Marshal Bailey telegraphed to 
Washington an hour later, and Gen. Baldwin 
received instructions to put the Fort Logan 
troops in readiness. 

Sheriff Disarms Sixty. 

Sheriff Clark of Trinidad, with fifteen dep- 
uties, went to Tabasco this afternoon in re- 
sponse to a telephone message that striking 
coal miners numbering over a hundred were 
marching to Tabasco and Berwind to force 
nonunion miners out of the mines. On the 
arrival of the sheriff the strikers informed 
him that they had assembled to hold a meet- 
ing. Sixty of the strikers carried guns, and 
the sheriff disarmed them. Fifteen miners 
considered dangerous to peace were arrested 
and placed in jail at Trinidad. 

At Starkville last night six Italian strikers 
assaulted coal company guards, who shot 
Christofo Shore, one of the strikers, fatally 
wounding him. Three of the strikers were 
arrested.

The 
chance came late in the afternoon, after a 
committee from the stock handlers had seen 
Mr. Leonard. Dr. De Bey then told the man- 
ager of the company of the critical state the 
peace moves had reached and showed him 
that one small concession from him would end 
it all. . 

“Of course we want the old men back,” 
Mr. Leonard replied. “ We need them in the 
pens.” 

With this assurance the mediators hastened 
to the meeting hall where the labor men had 
been in session from morning. When they 
made their report to Donnelly he decided @

Donnelly Asserts Himself. 

I have received full authority from the 
executive board to end this fight on behalf of 
the butcher workmen,” he said. “ Our or- 
ganization is disintegrating. Our men are 
suffering. This strike has gone on long 
enough. Now it is time to stop it, and, by 
the eternal, I will stop it. The butchers are 
going back to work.”

Kirk Hawes, for twelve years a judge and 
for forty a resident of Chicago, died sudden- 
ly yesterday at his country home in Les 
Cheneaux islands, Lake Huron. The particu- 
lars of his death did not reach Chicago last 
night. Mr. Hawes was an active leader in 
legal circles in Chicago and one of the or- 
ganizers of the Union League club. The fam- 
ily residence is at 2235 Calumet avenue. 

Born in Brookfield, Mass., in 1889, Mr. 
Hawes. wearied of country life and went to 
sea at the age of 14. Serving before the

PLANS FOR COOK COUNTY. 


Democrats Inquire Regarding

A few hours after the arrival of Nation- 
al Chairman George B. Cortelyou at western 
republichn headquarters, the announcement 
was made that Senator Charies W. Fair- 
banks would duplicate the cross country 
trip made by Roosevelt in 1900, when he was 
the vice presidential candidate. 

From Wilkesbarre, Pa., where he opens 
the Pennsylvania state campaign Sept. 21, 
Senator Fairbanks will come through Chi- 
cago, on to St. Paul, and then to the northern 
Pacific coast, down to San Francisco, and 
back through Colorado or Nebraska. The 
national committee expects to have him in 
Omaha by Oct. 12, and after that date to use 
him in the states of the middle west for the 
remainder of the campaign. 


Plans Rear Platform Talks. 

A special train will carry the candidate, 
with two other speakers, on the transconti- 
nental trip, which is scheduled to be made in 
nineteen days. The candidate is to be worked 
hard by the committee, and his itinerary. 
when it has been completed, will include 
stops for five minute speeches at all the towns 
along the line of the Northern Pacific, South- 
ern Pacific, and Union Pacific railroads. 

Mr. Fairbanks also will talk from the rear 
platform wherever a crowd can be gathered. 
When he needs a breathing spell the two other 
speakers will relieve him. Congresemap 
Tawney, chairman of the speakers’ bureay, 
has not decided who will actompany the 
candidate. 

Will Reach Chicago on Sept. 22. 

The nominee is expected to reach Chicago 
from his eastern trip, now in progress, by 
Sept. 22. He will be started on the long jump 
across the country either on Sept. 23 or 24. 
His first stop will be at St. Paul, where the 
Twin Cities Republican clubs want him fora 
big meeting. The next day he will be in 
North Dakota, which he is expected to 
“make” in one day, getting into Montana 
the next. There Thomas Carter will take 
him in.charge. Next will come Idaho and 
Washington. If two large meetings can be 
arranged in the latter state they will be at 
Seattle and Tacoma; if only one, then at Tu- 
coma, as Secretary Shaw already has spoken 
in the former town. 

From San Francisco the return trip is not 
definitely outlined. It will include meetings 
at Ogden, Carson City, and Cheyenne, but it 
has not been decided whether or not to send 
the candidate into Denver. | 

Cortelyou Busy at Headquarters. 

Chairman Cortelyou's first day at the west- 
ern headquarters was taken up with a volume 
of reports submitted by the national com- 
mitteeemen. It is understood that the only 
advice he had to give was contained in a 
warning not to allow overconfidence to bring 
a letup in any of the work. Democratic inac- 
tivity in most of the western states it was 
feared would lull the republican rs 
into a state of security in which they might 
be surprised. 

A declaration that the campaign in the 
east and west was progressing in a satisfac- 
tory manner was the only one the national 
chairman permitted himself to make. Mr. 
Cortelyou does not make predictions. He 
probably will supervise western operations 
until Morday, when “he will return to the 
east. 

With six meetings Tuesday night, the coun- 
ty republican campaign will be opened.

Baptist Leader 


Dies in France. 


THE REV. GEORGE c. LORIMER. 


News was received in Chicago yesterday ef 
the death at Aix les Baines, France, of the 
Rev. George C. Lorimer, for years pastor of 
Tremont temple, Boston, Dr. Lorimer was 
66 years of age. At the time of his death he 
Was pastor of the Madison Avenue Baptist 
church, New York, where he had been for 
three years. He had been pastor of the 
First and Immanuel Baptist churches in 
Chicago. A widow and several children sur- 
vive him. One son, George Horace Lorimer, 
is editor of the Philadelphia Evening Post. 


Though widely known as a preacher and 


lecturer, speaking often to 5,000 or 6,000 peo- 
ple at one service at the great Boston and 
New York churches, Dr. Lorimer reached 
many more people through his books. The 
last and most widely known of these was 
The Master of Millions.” 

If he had not been converted when 17 years 
of age Dr. Lorimer perhaps would have re- 
mained an actor all hislife. He was brought 
up on the stage, going to London at an early 


age from his native Edinburg, to help his 


stepfather as stage manager in the Theater 
Royai, where he afterwards took minor parts. 
Then he ran away to sea when he was 14. 
He came to America, and resumed the only 
profession he knew until he experienced the 
change of heart that made him give up the 
stage for the pulpit. He was graduated 
from Georgetown, Ky., college, and con- 
tinued his theological studies at Harrods- 
burg, Ky., where in 1860 he married Miss 
Belle C. Buford. 

Dr. Lorimer’s first call was to the Walnut 
Street. Baptist church in Louisville, the 
church in which he was converted. There he 
remained for seven years, becoming in 1868 
the pastor of one of the largest Baptist 
churches in Albany, N. X. 
he accepted a call to Tremont temple, where 
he remained nine years. It was during this 
time that he first engaged in literary work, 
becoming editor of the Watchman, a leading 
Baptist paper in the east. 

In 1878 Dr. Lorimer came to Chicago to 
succeed Dr. Everts as pastor of the First 
Baptist church. In 1881 he resigned to be- 
come pastor of the Immanuel church. This 
Was an outgrowth of the old Michigan Av- 
enue Baptist church that had been a failure 
for fifteen years. He interested himeelf in 
educational matters, and is credited with 
having been one of the founders of the pres- 
eut University of Chicago by turning the 
tide that swept away from the old Baptist 
university. . 

Dr. Lorimer returned to Boston in 1891 to 
take the pastorate of the Tremont temple.

MAN WHO EXECUTED 327 DIES. 


Ind of Louis Deibler, Thirty-nine Years 
Headsman and for Twenty Years 
Director of Paris Guillotine. 


PARIS, Sept. 8—Louis Deibler, who 
Airected the guillotine of Paris for twenty 
years, died at Auteuil todey in his eighty- 
second year. He had executed 827 crim- 
inals. 

Deibler, who generally was called M. de 
Paris, came from a family of executioners, 
succeeding his father, who was chief exe- 
eutioner, and then surrendering the office to 
his son, Anatole Deibler, who is the present 
executioner. 

He began his career as executioner in 
Algiers. Later he became chief executioner 
in the provinces, and, finally, in 1879 chief 
executioner of Paris. He took pride in his 
work, and had expressed the hope that the 
government would reward his faithfulness 
by bestowing on him 4 decoration.

On several 
oceasions Mr. Stevens has been recalled to Japan for temporary service in connection 
with public business, and on two occasions, in 1900 and 1901, he was sent to Hawaii

| GRANT READY FOR ENEMY 


TAKES UP STRONG POSITION TO 
“SAVE” WASHINGTON. 


Blue Army Behind Bull Run to Meet 


it Successful Would Be in Position 
te March on the Capital—Nearly One 
Hundred Soldiers Are Prostrated by 
Heat as Result of Forced Marches in 
Midday.

8.—[Special.J—The opposing armies in the 
mimic warfare continued to maneuver for 
position today, and the chief engagement for 
tactical advantage is expected early tomor- 
row, when Gen. Grant of the blue army will 
attempt to check the brown army and pre- 
vent its march on Washington. 

Nearly 100 prostrations of soldiers due to 
heat were reported today among the brown 
troops, who were compelled to move in the 
middle of the day. These men have been 
cared for in the hospitals in camps 2 and 3 
and in the farmhouses along the road. 


Grant in Strong Position. 
Gen. Grant has taken up a strong position 
behind Bull Run. This fact has not been as- 


tacking brown army. This advance along 
the Wellington pike was harassed just west 
of Pageland lane by the first brigade of Gen. 
Grant’s army under Gen. Wint. Gen. Ben 
opposed this force with his first brigade under 
Gen, Lee. Taking this as his adversary’s 
center he threw the brigades of Barry, 
Regan, and Smith to the right of Lee, seem- 
ingly in an effort to get around what would 
be the original left wing of the blue army.

Bell evidently. has calculated on in ordering 
his turning movement, so the situation to be 
developed tomorrow is one of exceeding in- 
terest. For thie reason Gen. Bell's army is 
as yet fully two miles from the main position 
of his adversary and his advance is being 
opposed by a single brigade. 
Corbin Views the Lines. 
Gen. Corbin has traversed the lines of both 
armies today, giving particular attention to 
the condition of the men. When the two

Bach child of the 279,188 énrolled in the 
Chicago public schools during the year end- 
ing June 30 cost the board of education $33.45. 
Bach of the 28,600 children enrolled in the 
rural schools during the same period. cost 
the county $87.17. 

The total cost of public education in Chi- 
cago during the last school year was $9,339,- 
727. The total cost of conducting the schools 
in Cook county outside of Chicago was. 
$1,068,167. * 

Figures in Annual Reports. 

These figures are cohtalned in the annual 
reports of the Cook county school systems, 
which will be forwarded to State Superin- 
tendent Alfred Bayliss this week, The an- 
nudl report on the Chicago city schools was 
completed yesterday by Auditor George C. 
Custer and will be forwarded to County 
Superintendent Nightingale today. 

The figurés presented in the two reports 
show that Cook county stands in the front 
rank of all counties in the country in the 
number of public schools. The reports show 
that §10,402,804.57 was expended in Cook 
county for public education during the last 
year. 

The number of school buildings owned by 
thie local schoo! board is given as 387, by the 

ty 244, making a total of 581 public school 
b in Cook county. 
City Enrollment 279,183. 

The report of the Chicago schools shows 
a total enrollment of 279,183, and reveals the 
fact that for the first time in many years 
the enrollment of boys exceeds that of girls. 
The tetal number of male pupils enrolled is 
given as 140,277, and the total number of 
female pupils is placed at 138,006. The total 
number of children enrolled in the rural 
schools of the county is given as 28,600. 

In the city the number of minors is placed 
at 680,502—males 387,665 and females 342,927. 
In the county outside of Chicago the total 
number of minors between the ages of 6 and 
21 is given as 48,481.

When. we decry imperialism we have no fear,

Lord Dartmouth is no stranger to the Unit- 
ed States. He visited this country as a young 
man with the present duke of Sutherland 
and spent nearly a couple of years in the | 
west sceing something of frontier life, of 
ranching, and of big game shooting in the 
Rockies. For a time he was a conspicuous 
figure at court and vice chamberlain to the 
late Queen Victoria. In recent years, how- 
ever, he has devoted himself to literary re- 
search, to which his attention was turned by 
the wonderful collection of treasures of 
this character among his family papers, in- 
cluding all the correspondence of Pepys, of 
“diary fame, with the first Lord Dart- 
mouth, a large number of letters from Dean. 
Swift, Lord North, King William IIL, King 
George IIL, and John Wesley. There is 
especially one of the latter's letters in his 
possession bearing the date of June 14, 1775, 
which cOmmences as follows: “All my 
prejudices are against the Americans,” 
which, of course, relates to the war of in- 
Gepgndenss. 


The object of Lord Dartmouth’s trip is to 
lay the corner stone of the new Dartmouth 
hall of the famous college in New Hampshire 
that bears his name, and also to visit the 
St. Louis exhibition. Lord Lichfleld, who

AMONG THE. NEW BOOKS. | 


AMERICA, ASIA, AND THE PACIFIC. 
Von Schie Work on the Oppor- 
tunities for a World Power. 

Why add still another to the numerous 
books bearing more or less directly upon the 
present conflict?” asks Wolf von Schierbrand 
in a preface to the latest volume from his tire- 
less pen, “AMERICA, ASIA, AND THE 
PACIFIC” (Henry Holt & Co.). The answer 
is that the author does not merely aim to lay 
bare the causes which have led to the war 
between Russia and Japan, the elements in 
either power making for success or failure, 
and the probable results of the war, particu- 
larly insofar as they are Hkely to affect our 
own interests, Dut that the book has eae wider 
scope. In his opinion, the war represents 
but the initial stage in an international 
struggle throwing deep shadows before—a 
great struggle, indeed, which will ultimately 
be fought out with the weapons of peace. A 
long contest in any event, it will involve, not ; 
two nations, but all the leading nations of the 
globe. In its outcome will be settled the 
question of predominance, commercial and 
political, among thé civilized powers. 

The bone of contention in this coming con- 
flict is the mastery of the Pacific. Mr. von 
Schierbrand argues that the Pacific during 
this century is bound to become what the 
Atlantic was during the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth and the Mediterranean during the 
twenty-five centuries preceding. 

He takes up the question of how well or 
ii prepared for this impending conflict is 
each of the competitors, and gives it as his 
opinion that the United States is best 
equipped for thé coming race in the Pacific. 
After setting forth his reasons for this view 
he dwells upon what he deems to be the abso- 
lute necessity for American expansion in the 
Pacific as a safeguard of national develop- 
ment and a means of preservation from the 
curse of ili-balanced production and its at- 
tendant evils. 

Another interesting topic discussed in the 
book is the prospective ownership of that 
rich inheritance, the Dutch East Indies. 
China and South America, der*ined to be in 
tae near future our greatest markets, are 
considered at length, with some pungent 
comment upon the folly of neglecting the 
magnificent opportunities they offer Amer- 
loan enterprise. 

After systematically marshaling a wealth 
of data, the optimistic deduction is drawn 
that if the people of the United States use 
but wisely and promptly the surprising nat- 
ural advantages kind fate has thrown into 
their lap, victory cannot fail them in the end. 
In the Pacific our nation will play the domi- 
nant note in the concert of the great powers. 
Much care has been used in the selection 
of statistics, which have been derived from 
the latest and most authoritative sources.

John Churchill’s father, Sir Winston 
Churchill, lost his property in the Englis> 
civil war and was able to give his children 
but a meager education. John never learned 
to spell, but early showed the bent of his 
mind by reading and rereading Vegetius’ 
„De Re Militari.” In 1666, at the age of 16 
years, he secured, through the influence of 
the duke of York, a commission in the guards 
and went to Tangier, where he entered, as 4 
fighter against the Moors, upon his distin- 
guished career. 

Churchill possessed a handsome person and 
charming manners and in consequence be- 


came a favorite of the duchess of Cleveland, 


one of the mistresses of Charles II. The 
king coming unexpectedly one day into 4 
room where were Churchill and the duchess, 
Churchill promptly jumped through a win- 
dow. For this feat of hazardous gallantry 
the @uchese gave him £5,000. With charac- 
teristic thrift he invested £4,500 of the amount 
in anannuity. In 1678 Churchill was married 
to Sarah Jennings. Beautiful, imperious, 
strong minded, the confidante and favorite 
of Queen Anne, over whose mind she long 
maintained a complete ascendency, Sarah 
Jennings was one of the notable women of 
English history; and Churchill loved her as 
ardently as his cold nature could love any- 
body and was sincerely devoted to her till he 
aied.
